Northwest corner of Section 20; A 0.4'x0.7' unmarked sandstone was found 0.7' above grade. The origin of this monument is 
unknown. This monument appears to be locally accepted and matches local occupation. This monument was also used by 
Steve Archer on a 2004 survey on the Topolgus property in Section 18, being conducted at that same time as this survey. This 
monument was at the base of a large Oak tree and was unstable. A 3/4 inch rebar with a 3-1/4 inch aluminum cap was set 0.5' 
above grade to replace the stone. The stone was buried on the northen side of the new monument.
